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2.1 PURPOSE 
 
The purpose of this solicitation is to pre-qualify vendors for future pricing competition for the 
up fitting and modifications of existing County vehicles.  This initial solicitation provides for 
the submission of documents and forms intended to verify that the Bidder meets or exceeds 
the minimum criteria set forth elsewhere in this solicitation.  All bidders that meet or exceed 
the criteria established in this solicitation shall be placed on a pre-qualification list that may 
be accessed by County departments in order to obtain price quotations for the provision of 
up fitting and modifications to existing County vehicles.  

 
2.2 SMALL BUSINESS CONTRACT MEASURES: BID PREFERENCE 

 
A Small Business Enterprise (SBE) bid preference applies to this solicitation. 
 
A 10% percent bid preference shall apply to awards valued up to $1 million and a 5% 
percent bid preference shall apply to awards greater than $1 million. A SBE/Micro Business 
Enterprise must be certified by the Sustainability, Planning, and Economic Enhancement 
Department, Small Business Development (SBD) Division for the type of goods and/or 
services the Enterprise provides in accordance with the applicable Commodity Code(s) for 
this solicitation.

Awarded bidders will be placed 
on a “Pre-qualified Vendors List” on a “per group” basis, which will be accessed by the 
County, as needed, to obtain Spot Market quotations. 
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It shall be the sole prerogative of the County as to the number of vendors who will be initially 
included under this contract.  During the term of this contract, the County reserves the right 
to add or delete vendors as it deems necessary in its best interests.  If the County elects to 
add vendors, they must meet the same minimum qualifications established for the original 
competition.

2.11 INDEMNIFICATION AND INSURANCE  

 
The awarded Bidder shall indemnify and hold harmless the County and its officers, 
employees, agents and instrumentalities from any and all liability, losses or damages, 
including attorneys’ fees and costs of defense, which the County or its officers, employees, 
agents or instrumentalities may incur as a result of claims, demands, suits, causes of 
actions or proceedings of any kind or nature arising out of, relating to or resulting from the 
performance of this Agreement by the awarded Bidder or its employees, agents, servants, 
partners principals or subcontractors.  The awarded Bidder shall pay all claims and losses in 
connection therewith and shall investigate and defend all claims, suits or actions of any kind 
or nature in the name of the County, where applicable, including appellate proceedings, and 
shall pay all costs, judgments, and attorney’s fees which may issue thereon. The awarded 
Bidder expressly understands and agrees that any insurance protection required by this 
Agreement or otherwise provided by awarded bidder shall in no way limit the responsibility 
to indemnify, keep and save harmless and defend the County or its officers, employees, 
agents and instrumentalities as herein provided.

 C. Automobile Liability Insurance covering all owned, non-owned and hired  
  vehicles used in connection with the work, in an amount not less than  
  $500,000 combined single limit per occurrence for bodily injury and property 
  damage. 
 

All insurance policies required above shall be issued by companies authorized to  
do business under the laws of the State of Florida, with the following qualifications: 
 

The company must be rated no less than “B” as to management, and no less 
than “Class V” as to financial strength, by A.M. Best Company, Oldwick, New 
Jersey, or its equivalent, subject to the approval of the County Risk Management 
Division.

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The company must hold a valid Florida Certificate of Authority as shown in the 
latest “List of All Insurance Companies Authorized or Approved to Do Business in 
Florida” issued by the State of Florida Department of Financial Services and are 
members of the Florida Guaranty Fund. 
 

Certificates will indicate no modification or change in insurance shall be made without 
thirty (30) days in advance notice to the certificate holder.

 Compliance with the foregoing requirements shall not relieve the vendor of his liability 
 and obligation under this section or under any other section of this agreement. 
 

The vendor shall submit a certificate of insurance within ten (10) business days after 
notification of recommendation to award. If certificate does not include the coverage’s 
outlined in the terms and conditions of this solicitation, the vendor shall be given an 
additional five (5) business days to submit a corrected certificate to the County. Failure     
of the vendor to provide the required certificate of insurance within fifteen (15) business 
days, may result in the vendor being deemed non-responsible and the issuance of a new 
award recommendation. 

 
The Bidder shall be responsible for assuring that the insurance certificate required in 
conjunction with this Section remain in force for the duration of the contractual period; 
including any and all option years that may be granted to the Bidder in accordance with 
Section 2.5 of the Special Conditions. If insurance certificates are scheduled to expire 
during the contractual period, the Bidder shall be responsible for submitting new or 
renewed insurance certificates to the County at a minimum of thirty (30) calendar days in 
advance of such expiration. In the event that expired certificates are not replaced with 
new or renewed certificates which cover the contractual period, the County shall 
suspend  the contract until such time as the new or renewed certificates are received 
by the County in the manner prescribed in the Invitation To Bid; provided, however, that 
this suspended period does not exceed thirty (30) calendar days. If such suspension 
exceeds thirty (30) calendars days, the County may, at its sole discretion, terminate this 
contract for cause and seek re-procurement damages from the Bidder in accordance 
with Section 1, Paragraph 1.23 of the General Terms and Conditions.

jeopardize the O.E.M. or other warranties that may apply to the equipment or 
O.S.H.A. Safety Standards or any applicable Federal, State or County vehicle rules 
and or safety standards.  

 
2.19.2 The bidder, by submission of its bid, warrants that the products and/ or services 

supplied to the County under this bid solicitation are fully in accord with this 
specification and are of the highest quality.  In the event that the parts, supplies or 
equipment furnished by the bidder are found to be defective, or do not conform to 
these specifications, the County reserves the right to cancel the order and return the 
parts or supplies at the supplier’s expense.

The warranty for 
workmanship, repairs, and manufacturer shall be no less than 180 days and should 
be stated on the bidder’s quotation at the time the bidder responds to the quote 
request for repairs for a specific project or may be stated on the Bid Proposal.

2.21 COUNTY USER ACCESS PROGRAM (UAP) FEE 

 
USER ACCESS FEE 
 
Pursuant to Miami-Dade County Budget Ordinance No. 03-192, this contract is subject to a 
user access fee under the County User Access Program (UAP) in the amount of two percent 
(2%). All sales resulting from this contract, or any contract resulting from this solicitation and 
the utilization of the County contract price and the terms and conditions identified herein, are 
subject to the two percent (2%) UAP. This fee applies to all contract usage whether by 
County Departments or by any other governmental, quasi-governmental or not-for-profit 
entity. 
The vendor providing goods or services under this contract shall invoice the contract price 
and shall accept as payment thereof the contract price less the 2% UAP as full and 
complete payment for the goods and/or services specified on the invoice. The County shall 
retain the 2% UAP for use by the County to help defray the cost of the procurement 
program. Vendor participation in this invoice reduction portion of the UAP is mandatory. 
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JOINT PURCHASE 
 
Only those entities that have been approved by the County for participation in the County’s 
Joint Purchase and Entity Revenue Sharing Agreement are eligible to utilize or receive 
Miami-Dade County contract pricing and terms and conditions. The County will provide to 
approved entities a UAP Participant Validation Number. The vendor must obtain the 
participation number from the entity prior to filling any order placed pursuant to this section. 
Vendor participation in this joint purchase portion of the UAP, however, is voluntary. The 
vendor shall notify the ordering entity, in writing, within 3 work days of receipt of an order, of 
a decision to decline the order.  
 
For all ordering entities located outside the geographical boundaries of Miami-Dade County, 
the successful vendor shall be entitled to ship goods on an “FOB Destination, Prepaid and 
Charged Back” basis. This allowance shall only be made when expressly authorized by a 
representative of the ordering entity prior to shipping the goods. 

 
Miami-Dade County shall have no liability to the vendor for the cost of any purchase made 
by an ordering entity under the UAP and shall not be deemed to be a party thereto.  All 
orders shall be placed directly by the ordering entity with the vendor and shall be paid by the 
ordering entity less the 2% UAP. 
 
VENDOR COMPLIANCE 
 
If a vendor fails to comply with this section, that vendor may be considered in default by 
Miami-Dade County in accordance with Section 1, Paragraph 1.23 of this contract 
solicitation and the resulting contract.  
 

2.22 LOCAL CERTIFIED SERVICE - DISABLED VETERAN’S BUSINESS PREFERENCE 
 
In accordance with Section 2-8.5.1 of the Miami-Dade County Code, a Local Certified 
Service-Disabled Veteran Business Enterprise (VBE) that submits a bid for a contract shall 
receive a bid preference of five percent of the price bid. A VBE is a firm that is a) a local 
business pursuant to Section 2.8.5 of the Code of Miami-Dade County and b) prior to 
proposal submittal is certified by the State of Florida Department of Management Services 
as a service-disabled veteran business enterprise pursuant to Section 295.187 of the Florida 
Statutes.  This preference will only be used for evaluating and awarding the bids and shall 
not affect the contract price.  In procurements where Small Business Enterprises (SBE) 
measures are being applied,  a VBE who is also an SBE shall not receive the veteran’s 
preference provided in this section and shall be limited to any applicable SBE preferences.  
At the time of bid or proposal submission, the bidder must affirm in writing its compliance 
with the certification requirements of Section 295.187 of the Florida Statutes and submit this 
affirmation and a copy of the actual certification along with the bid or proposal submission.

The awarded bidder shall obtain and pay for all licenses, permits and inspection fees 
required for the work and services provided; and shall comply with all laws, ordinances, 
regulations and building code requirements applicable to the work contemplated herein.

TECHNICAL SPECIFICATIONS

3.1 SCOPE OF WORK:   
 
 The County on occasion requires that up fitting be performed on County owned vehicles.  

The up fitting will vary depending on the work requirement of the vehicle.  Up fitting will 
range from the installation of a body on a County owned and supplied cab and chassis, the 
furnishing and installation of automotive and/or truck accessory items (i.e., toppers, ladder 
racks, shelving, step bars, bed liners, winches, utility boxes, etc. to more complex work such 
as the furnishing and installation of electrical items (lights, generators, etc.), the application 
of specialty coatings (undercoating, spray on bed liners, etc.) and fabrication work such as 
the swapping out of prisoner partition inserts from existing vans and refurbishing all 
components prior to reinstallation into new vans, custom fabrication and installation, etc. 

 
3.2 CATEGORIES OF WORK:   
 
 With the many different types of up fitting that may be needed by the County, the up fitting 

work has been divided into the groups below.   
 

GROUP A: FURNISH AND INSTALL VARIOUS BODIES ON COUNTY OWNED, 
SUPPLIED CAB AND CHASSIS:   
  
This group will include but is not limited to various types of dump bodies, utility 
bodies, freight bodies, flat bed bodies, stake bodies, etc.  All bodies will be supplied 
and installed with all of the recommend items/components from the body’s 
manufacturer.
